As per direction of court, and by pre-arrange me nt with Jack 
Vasserman, counsel for Marcello, we made all documentary evidence intended 
for trial introduction available to defense counsel for inspection purposes 
on Saturday morning, November 9, 1963, in the United States Attorney f s 
library. Mr. Owen Neff, with whom I was associated, had custody of the 
documents, and supervised the inspection process. Around noon of 
November 9, I went into the library to check on the progress made and in 
addition to the several defense counsel, I saw a man whom I had not seen 
before in connection with the matter. Mr. Neff advised me that the person’s 
name was Dave Ferrie j that he was an investigator for Mr. Vasserman in the 
case. I made a point of Ferris’s presence with Vasserman and stated that 
he was nom authorized to be there inasmuch as he was not counsel. Ferrie 
was an "odd 1 ' looking individual, particularly his facial features. I 
didn’t like his "looks’*, nor his status in the case, so I asked him to leave 
the room. Vasserman made an argumentative point, and we permitted him to 
stay, but not handle documents. 

Prior to and during the course of the trial, which commenced on 
November 11, and concluded on November 22, 1963, Mr. Ferrie appeared active 
in the case, investigative wise, both in and out of New Orleans and the 
court was openly critical of certain of his investigative techniques, 
which were to say the least unethical, and in fact bordered on the criminal.

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During the course Ox tne trial I observed Ferrie on several dif- 
ferent occasions, in and out of the courtroom. 

On November 22, 1963, the day was taken up with final arguments and 
jury instruction. Ify- recollection is that I saw Ferrie, as I was leaving 
the courtroom, in the corridor just outside of the courtroom where a few 
others had gathered within a minute or two after the jury retired to 
deliberate its verdict, i fy best recollection is that the time was around 
1:00 P.21., give or take a half-hour, New Orleans time. To the best of my 
re collection I did not see Ferrie thereafter.

Dear Mr. Me Elroy : 



President Johnson has asked me to reply to the petition 
addressed to him by you and 35 students of the Government 
Class of Port Gibson High School regarding the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy. The petition, which was trans- 
mitted to the President by Senator Stennis, declares that 
the documents relating to the assassination, "especially 
the documents which the Warren Commission had put away to 
be opened at a later date,” should be made public and that 
there should be a new investigation. 


With respect to the public availability of documents 
and other evidence relating to the assassination, it is 
not true that the Warren Commission ordered certain docu- 
ments not to be opened until a specific date. The Warren 
Commission gathered a vast amount of material, much of it 
having only remote connection with the assassination. The 
bulk of the material that was before the Commission either 
was published in its 26-volume Hearings or is availaHfee 
to researchers at the National Archives . The relatively 
small portion which is not now available to the public 
consists primarily of national security Intelligence or 
investigative reports — dealing largely with activities 
far removed from the assassination itself — which if 
disclosed might compromise confidential sources or tech- 
niques, or in some cases jeopardize the lives of individuals 
abroad. Public availability of other information had been 
delayed pending completion of the prosecution of Jack Ruby, 



but this information will now be released. All of the 
Commission material which has not yet been released will 
be reviewed periodically until all of it has been made 
available to the public. 

The request for a new investigation apparently re- 
flects the criticisms of the conclusions of the Warren 
Commission expressed by various authors. These authors 
do not claim to have any significant new evidence, so 
far as we are aware. Rather their criticisms and de- 
mands for a new inquiry are based upon different con- 
clusions they have drawn from parts of the same body 
of evidence that was examined by the Commission. The 
Commission made a thorough inquiry and detailed analysis 
of the facts concerning the assassination. The evidence 
amply supports the basic conclusions of the Commission. 

In these circumstances, we see no basis for a new in- 
quiry. 

The President appreciates the expression of interest 
in this subject by the individuals signing this petition. 
It is hoped that the foregoing information may be helpful 
to them in their study of this matter.

After reviewing these sections, it appears to me that 
to use any of them as the basis for an Inquiry into the 
assassination at this time would at best appear artificial, 
and might well exceed the scope of these provisions. More 
fundamentally, a federal prosecutor must have some basis 
for believing that persons at liberty have committed a 
federal crime in order to present evidence to a grand jury. 
This Department knows of no evidence that could lead to 
indictment of any perso n for any of the federal crimes re- 
ferred to noted in my prior letter of 

February 21, we believe that the evidence amply supports 
the basic conclusions of the Warren Commission, including 
its finding that Lea Harvey Oswald acted alone.

I note with some interest that ih/^ppi^hs that' the" statute in- 
volving-guarding of the Presidegu/was modified, however, in my 
opinion, the statute that exiaxeu already covered the President 
since he is certainly the titu^vr headf/bf all of the Departments 
of the government and as Comnmm^^ln^Chief is also head of the 
Army and Navy and other' mjJLl^ary ea^ablishments such as the 
Coast Guard. Therefore^4trH^\my opinion that the statute as 
it existed would coverythe Preaxdent\gsf the United States. 

For your Information III am copying here all of the sections 
that I am sure' are relative to spch an investigation. We are, 
in this effort ^^Jialk ing^bout^rt investigation and not about 
what can be prpvod^and we^£artalking about the possible 
offenses th^Vmay exist in this particular Instance which re- 
sulted in'thta death ofhthe President of the United States and 
certainly, [jin the attiqk, officers of the Secret Service were 
also in grea't danger ./ j In addition to that, we can presume that 
the Vice President of/tha United States «as in some danger.

(With regard to Secyion 1114, I would like to call attention 
to the fact that the President i3 obviously the head officer 
of the U. S* Coast Guard and undoubtedly the head of all the 
other departments mentioned in the statute* This statute, 
of course, has been in effect for many, many years prior to 
the date of the assassination of President Kennedy*; 

I am sure that if these points are called to the attention of 
the Department and, if it is the wish of the Department, that 
an investigation could be launched to determine whether or not 
conditions of this nature exist based upon the various news- 
paper articles that have been printed and recently, as you 
know, the state district attorney in New Orleans has made many 
charges and has apparently refused to give' any j inf ortnat ion to 
federal agents, however, he would be required no do this if he 
were called as a witness* 

The interesting prospects that could r^suIEUrpta this investi- 
gation, I am sure, are important enough to justify your 
continued interest in carrying - thj^~fm*ward • I do not agree 
with the position of the Departm^^the^ the assassination or 
attempted assassination of the President! of the United States 
was not a federal offense undefyxhe previous statute and I am 
sure that the Courts wiuld upheld my /position. It is further 
evident that the Department siippoj^ts^the conclusions of the 
Warren Commission and I anuaure that^ I also support the con- 
clusions of the Warren /Cp»«i^i^n but to lay to rest any 
possible implications /or inferences pXing made which may be 
very damaging to President Lyndon 3.

’Jlien the Sun, ( circulation 326,630), the afternoon nor s paper published by 
Associated newspapers Ltd., announced that it would bring cut the Manchester 
beck cn a series of four-page lift -outs and gave this feature a large 
publicity build-up, the Dai ly M irror , (circulation 323,020), the rival 
afternoon paper in Sydney, obtained a copy of the Uarren Ccmiscion. Report 
frcai USIS Sydney ar.d launched a campaign featuring this account of 
President Kennedy's assassination as the "Official" version. 

Denting its rival to the punch, the Da lly Mirror begin ire serialization of 
the Uarren Commission Report a day before the first issue of serialization 
of "The Death of a President" appeared in The Sun . The Mirror reprinted the 
entire text of the Uarren Con-mission Report in a series of five four-page 
lift -outs and gave the booh a very strong promotional effort through news- 
stand sales, posters ar.d radio advertising.
